Mrs.  Linhard  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  in  your  district  for  1969  as  requested  by  the  circular  5/69 
(bales) . 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947  SECTION  47. 

It  was  necessary  in  January  and  in  November  to  take  action  under 
this  Act.  A court  order  was  obtained  in  both  cases  to  remove  to 
Bronglais  Hospital  an  elderly  lady  age  84  and  another  age  78.  In  both 
cases  these  ladies  required  urgent  medical  treatment  but  refused  to  go 
to  hospital  voluntarily. 

On  the  whole  the  case  of  the  v.deriy  in  the  rural  district  is 
satisfactory,  most  people  being  looked  after  in  their  own  homes  with  the 
aid  of  home  helps,  neighbours  and  relations.  As  long  as  these  homes 
are  reasonably  satisfactory  with  adequate  facilities  and  are  warm  and 
the  elderly  person  is  in  reasonably  good  health,  their  own  home  is  the 
best  for  such  people. 

The  Council  has  provided  such  accommodation  throughout  ifce  district 
and  these  bungalows  are  provided  with  a with,  a warden  service.

Bettws  4*  Carno  4*  (8  other  have  warden  service,  but  are  not 

yet  fully  improved  to  required  standard). 

At  present  being  built  are  4 at  Carno  which  will  be  connected  with 
the  wardoco.  aervice. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supplies  of 
water  in  the  Rural  district. 

The  Board  brought  into  use  the  headwaters  at  Llandinam  - extracting 
water  from  the  River  Severn.  During  the  year  Trefeglwys,  Llawryglyn, 

Van  and  Penstrowed  were  supplied  with  water. 

The  3oard  proposes  to  start  laying  mains  to  Aberhafesp  in  1970 
and  to  Cefn  Coch  in  1971-72. 


SANITATION. 

Llandinam. 


The  sewage  scheme  at  Llandinam  was  not  completed  in  1969  - faults  have 
been  found  in  the  works  which  have  to  be  remedied. 

Kerry. 

Work  was  commenced  on  enlarging  the  sewage  disposal  works  but  was 
not  completed  in  1969. 

The  sewer  was  extended  up  Common  Road,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  residential  school  at  Brynllwyarch  had  not  been  connected  up  to  the 
sewer. 


Wo  progress  was  made  in  1969.  but  at  the  time  cf  siting  this  report 
apnoval  has  heen  granted  for  the  scheme  to  go  ahead  with  certain 
modifications,, 

Carno. 

A small  extension  at  the  v/eat  end  of  the  village  was  made  to 
serve  one  dwelling  house  and  the  factory,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  factory  had  not  yet  connected  to  the  sewer. 


New  Mills . 

No  further  action  was  taken  in  1959  - the  position  is  to  be  reviewed 
again . 


Manafon. 

No  decision  was  made  with  the  Education  Authority  regarding  cheir 
sewage  disposal  plant,  but  discussions  continued  and  plans  for  new 
houses  •yst.u  ahead  on  the  basis  of  an  agreement  being  reached. 


Tref  eg] wys . 

The  Council  received  a preliminary  report  from  the  Engineers  for 
sewering  Tref eglwys,  Llawryglyn,  Van  and  Cerrist  and  plans  were  awaited 

from  the  Consultants.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

A survey  has  been  carried  out  in  order  to  improve  this  service. 

A new  refuse  disposal  vehicle  - a SheDvoko  and  Drewry  Pakamatic  has 
been  purchased  and  the  ultimate  aim  is  to  cover  some  of  the  district. 

The  collection  of  refuse  by  means  of  paper  sacks  throughout  the 
district  has  been  discussed  and  at  present  this  method  is  uaod  at  the 
old  peoples'  bungalows  and  flats  at  Caersws.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimated  populations  for  the  district  continued  to  show  a 
downward  trend  from  7,S)20  in  1968  to  7*890  in  1969. 

There  was  a total  of  1 26  live  "births,  71  hoys  and  55  girls.  This 
gives  a rate  of  15*8  per  1,000  population,  the  national  rate  being  16*3. 

There  were  4 illegitimate  births,  which  is  yfo  of  all  live  births, 
the  national  rate  being  8/0. 

There  were  2 still  births,  (X  .legitimate  and  1 illegitimate). 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  was  16 
compared  with  13  the  national  rate. 

There  were  97  deaths,  51  males  and  46  females.  This  gives  a 
death  rate  of  11'3  per  1,000  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11*9. 

23  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  123  deaths  were  due  to 
some  form  of  heart  disease.

Water  Board  which  is  responsible  for  water  supplies  throughout 
all  the  districts. 

The  supplies  of  the  districts  concerned  have  generally  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample 
result  being  obtained  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an  adequate 
chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further  sample  is 
taken  as  soon  as  possible.  All  new  mains  are  super  chlorinated,  flushed 
and  a satisfactory  sample  obtained  before  being  brought  into  service. 

Fluoride  contents  of  supplies  is  less  than  0*001  p.p.m. 

PH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  there 

should  be  no  plumbo  solvent  action.

The  four  private  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  within 
the  area.  Lias on  with  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  maintained  during 
the  year.  Informal  action  was  taken,  in  respect  of  one  slaughterhouse, 
to  secure  improvements  in  the  condition  and  lay-out  of  the  lairage 
accommodation.  The  occupier  submitted  proposals  for  dealing  with 
the  unsatisfactory  features  of  his  slaughterhouse.  There  was  an 
improvement  in  the  hygienic  practice  of  the  business  but  no  structural 
alterations  wore  carried  out  during  tho  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


In  September  a new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  1 Pakamatic'  Refuse  Vehicle 
was  acquired,  with  a carrying  capacity  of  35  cubic  yards.  This  vehicle 
commenced  operation  in  October,  when  the  existing  Fora and  Aft  tipper 
was  taken  out  of  service,  in  order  to  receive  a major  overhaul. 

The  total  vehicular  mileage  during  the  year  was  14,423  with  a 
consumption  of  1462  gallons  Derv.  This  represented  a saving  of  130 
gallons  Derv.,  which  was  duo  to  a reduction  in  haulage  journeys  with 
the  larger  capacity  vehicle. 

The  refuse  collection  service  provided  for  loss  than  40^  of 
the  properties  within  the  Council's  area.  The  Council  had  recognised 
the  need  to  improve  and  extend  this  service.  For  this  reason,  it  was 
decided  to  retain  the  use  of  the  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  in  addition  to  the 
nev/  vehicle.  It  was  hoped  to  achieve  an  80/&  collection  service,  by  this 
moans . 


disposal  problems  did  not  diminish,  during  the  year,  although  works 
of  improvement  were  carried  out  at  the  main  tipping  site.  It  became 
apparent  that  the  existing  disposal  sites  could  only  bo  regarded  as  short 
term  arrangements,  and  that  the  time  had  come  to  reach  a decision  regarding 
a long  term  policy.  It  was  also  apparent  that  the  possibility  of  co-operation 
with  other  District  Authorities  should  receive  serious  consideration.
